Based in Pittsburgh, 
PA, she is currently developing 
community engagement programs for 
the Department of Military 
and Veterans' Affairs - Southwestern 
Veterans' Center, Alternative Education 
in Prison program, The Jewish 
Association on Aging, Hatch Arts

Liberation Project and Food Truck 
programs. Mosquera's artwork focuses 
on ideas of justice, health, and 
community, is exhibited globally, and 
has been supported by Arts 
Midwest, the Pennsylvania Council on 
the Arts, the Mid-Atlantic Arts 
Foundation, The National Endowment 
for the Arts, The Ford Foundation, and 
the Multi-Cultural Arts Initiative. She has 
taught in various schools and 
universities and studied at Skowhegan 
School of Painting. She received her 
MFA at the University of Pennsylvania 
and BFA at the Maryland Institute 
College of Art.
